left a note saying she had felt herself 
going crazy.

Public. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—Mr. Allison, 
from the committee on finance, reported 
back the house tariff bill with an amend- 
ment in the nature of a substitute. It 
was placed on the calendar and ordered 
printed. 
He said the majority and mi- 
norily reports to accompany the bill 
would be filed to-morrow or Friday and 
gave notice he would call up the bill for 
consideration Monday next. 


Among the additions to the free list are 
books and pamphlets, printed exclu- 
sively in language other than English, 
braids, plaits, flats, laces, etc., for oma- 
menting hats, bristles, raw or manufac- 
tured. 


Bulbs and bulbous roots, not edible 
eggs and yolks, feathers and downs of 
all kinds, crade and unmanufactured, 
jute, jute butts, manilla; all other 
textile grasses or fibrous substances, 
unmanufactured or undressed. 


Floor matting known as Chinese mat- 
ting; grease and oils, such as is com- 
monly used in soap making, mine draw- 
ing, etc.; human hair, raw, uncleaned 
and not drawn; mineral waters, not spe- 
cially enumerated; molasses, testing not 
above fifty-six degrees; olive oil for 
manufacturing or mechanical puriJoses; 
potash crade, carbonate caustic or hy- 
drate nitate of; salt petre, sulphate of 
and chlorate of; rags, all not enumer- 
ated; sand, tar and pitch of wood, tur- 
pentintine. 


According to the estimates made by 
the committee the bill provides for a to- 
tal reduction of about $75,000,000, made 
up approximately as follows: 
Sugar, 
$27,759,000; free list, $6,500,000; tobac- 
co (intemal revenue), $24,500,000; alco- 
hol in arts, $7,000,000. 


The internal reveime section relating 
to tobacco, provides that after the 1st of 
February, 1888, manufacturers of ci- 
gars shall pay a special tax of $3 annu- 
ally. 
The tax on cigars, etc., 
weighing more 
than 
three 
pounds 
per thousand, to be $1.50 per thousand; 
on cigarettes, weighing less than three 
pounds per thousand, fifty cents per 
thousand paid by the manufacturer. 


It repeals all the laws restricting the 
disposition of tobacco by fai-mers and 
producers and all laws imposing taxes 
on manufactured tobacco and snuff and 
special 
taxes 
requii'ed by law to 
be 
J. aid 
by the manufacturers 
of and dealers in leaf tobacco, retail 
dealers in leaf tobacco, dealers in manu- 
factured tobacco, snuff and cigars, pod- 
lers of tobacco, snuff and cigars and 
manufactured snuff. 


It provides for a rebate on all original 
and unbroken packages held by tlie 
manufacturers or dealers at the time the 
repeal goes into effect. 


Alcohol to be used in the industiial 
arts, is relieved from the payment of \i- 
teral revenues.

MORTON ACCEPTS. 


The I<etter of Acceptance of licvi P. 
Horton, the Republican Candi- 
date for Tioe President. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—Hon. Levi P. 
Morton has written the following letter 
of acceptance: 


RHINHCLIFP, N. Y., Oct. 2, 1888. 
The Hon. M. M. Estee, and others: 


GENTLEMEN:—In making formal ac- 
ceptance of my nomination as the re- 
publican candidate for the vice presi- 
dency, I desire to express my apprecia- 
tion of the confidence reposed in me by 
the convention. 
The duties devolving 
on the president as presiding oflicer of 
the senate, and in certain contingencies 
a participant in the legislation of con- 
gress make it proper that the people 
should know distinctly and unreserved- 
ly the political views of the candidate 
who may be presented for their suffra- 
ges. It fortunately happens that this 
duty for myself is easily discharged by 
referring to the principles embodied in 
the resolutions unanimously 
adopted 
by the national convention. 
These res- 
olutions unequivocally comprehensible 
in character, reflect my personal convic- 
tions and have my hearty ai)i)roval. It 
is difficult, however, in a political cam- 
paign to fix popular attention to the 
one issue, and in the pending election 
evejy voter in the United States clearly 
sees that the controlling question is 
whether the protective tariff duties now 
in 
force shall be so reduced as 
to 
destroy 
their 
efficacy 
or 
whether those duties shall be restored 
with such modifications and adjustments 
as shall better adapt them to the great 
end of protecting the vast and im-^^ort- 
ant industries of the whole countiy. 
The republican platform, while recog- 
nizing the necessity of reducing the rev- 
enue declares that this reduction must 
not be made at the expense of these in- 
dustries and of American labor. The 
American people have now enjoyed the 
protective system for a longer continu- 
ous period than ever before in the his- 
toij of the national government. The 
result is that for more than a quarter of 
a century they have realized a degree of 
industrial and financial })rosperity un- 
precedented in this country and never 
eipialled in any other. 
The pressing 
rea.son given for once again trying the 
old experiment of a revenue tariff with- 
out protection as a motive or end, is 
that the present tai-iff has produced and 
is producing a sui-plus in the treusuiy. 
But it is not easily within the wisdom of 
congress to adjust the nati<mal income

trial system which has brt)ught untold 
advantages to tlie country. 
Admit- 
ting that the present tariff by lapse 
of time and the large expansion of trade 
whicli it has stimulated needs revision, 
is it not wiser and more jiatriotic to re- 
vise it with a (iareful regard to the in- 
terest of protection than with the pur- 
pose of lessening its protective features.^ 
These are some of the questions which 
must be answered at the polls in No- 
veml MT. For myself, a.s a citizen and a 
candidate, I do not hesitate to declare 
that from long observation I am an un- 
wavering friend of the jjrotective sys- 
tem. 
Ill a business life now extending 
over forty y<;ars I have witnessed and 
comiMired the effect upon the country of 
a revenue tariff tending to free trade, 
with a protective tariff 
encouraging 
home industries. 
Under the fonner 
the development of the countiy has al- 
ways l)een arrested, while under the lat- 
ter it lius uniformally been 
promoted. 
To the men who earn their bread by the 
sweat of their V>row the difference Ije- 
tween the twi> systems is that of narrow- 
ing chances on the <me hand and ex- 
panding opportunities on the other. 
Free trade would ojien America to com- 
petition with the whole world. 
Protec- 
tion resei-ves America for the Americans, 
native and adopted. The industrial sys- 
tem of a country is as sensitive as its 
public, credit. 
A hostile 
movement 
creates distrast in the public mind and 
confidence, the only basis of successful 
trade, becomes impaired. 
New enter- 
prises wither in the bud, capital grows 
timid, the field of labor is contracted and 
pressure for employment inevitably re- 
duces the wages of all workingmen. 
Witli the views oi the convention so 
frankly expressed in its resolutions 
upon all other questions of public in- 
terest I find myself in hearty accord. 
In relation to silver and its important 
bearing upon the national currency, as 
well as its connection with and influence 
on the prosperity of larger sections of 
our common country; in its advocutiy of 
a jutlicious settlement of the public 
land policy; in urging the necessity for 
better coast defences and the duty we owe 
to the shipping interests of the country, 
the platform but repeats the principles of 


the republican party. 
The republican 
platform proposes a distinctly Ameri- 
can policy; not one of narrowness and 
bigotry, but one broad and philan- 
thropic—a policy that best helps the 
whole world bv the example of a great, 
growing powerful nation, 
founded on 
the equality of every man before the 
law. It is for the American people to 
develop and cultivate the continent to 
which in the providence of God they 
have fallen heir to. 
They should adopt 
a policy which looks steadily to this 
great end. 
With no spirit of narrow- 
ness toward other people, but rather in 
the iiighest interest of all, they should

Sii^iflcant Changes Among the Re- 
publican Voters in Chicago.

<hiioiis and Their Kindred. 


A writer in one of our exchanges rec 
ommends 
boiled or roasted onions as a 
most excellent remedy for a cough, and 
for the clogging of the bronchial tubes 
which is usually the cause of the cough. 
H e says that if onions are eaten freely 
at the outset of a cold they may 
break 
it up. 


H e also quotes a medical writer « s 
recommending the giving of onions t o 
children three or four times a w e e k ; 
young onions to be eaten raw, an<^to be 
cooked when they get too large 
and 
strong. 


Another 
writer 
says, 
" D u r i n g un- 
healthy seasons, when diphtheria 
and 
like contagious diseases prevail, 
onions 
ought to be eaten in the spring of the 
year at lea.st once a week. 
Onions are 
itivigorating 
and prophylactic 
beyond 
description." 


Whether the virtues here ascribed to 
onions are exaggerated or not, it is o b - 
tain that the onions contain an oil which 
acts 
strongly 
on t h e secretions of 
the 
bronchial 
tubes, 
kidneys, and 
skin. 
This oil is stimulant and tonic, 
and 
thus 
promotes 
digestion. T h e 
onion is also nutiitious, being rich in 
nitr( genous 
elements and in sugar. 
Roasted, it makes, with oil, a stimulat- 
ing poultice for suppurating ulcers. 


In warm countries its flavor is more 
delicate, and |it is extensively used for 
food. 
In Spain and Portugal it is often 
eaten raw, and, with a piece of bread, 
forms the dinner of the working people. 
As boiling largely dissipates the oil, 
when 
used medicinally it should b e 
roasted rather than boiled. 


Belonging to the onion family, 
and 
the most self-asserting member of it, is 
garlic, from which, 
mainly, the oil is 
obtained, and hence is called "oil of 
garlic." 
It is extensively used for food 
in southern European countries. 


A n o t h e r member of the class is the 
leek, the mildest of all. 
I t has no 
proper bulb. 
It is used mainly for the 
lower 
part of the stem, 
which is 
b l a n c h e d a n d enlarged b y earthing. It 
is a favorite among the W e l s h and has 
become so with the Scotch. 


Ci% es, or chives, constitute still an- 
other member of the family. 
T h e y are 
very small, and grow wild on the banks 
of rivers V in some parts of Europe 
and 
Asia. 
1'hey have pretty flowers, bluish 
red, and sometimes 
flesh 
colored, 
and 
are often cultivated as borders for plots. 
The y o u n g leaves are 
also used for 
flavoring 
soups and dishes, and they 
may be cut rejieatedly in the season. All 
these plants 
have t h e same 
generaj 
characteristics as the o n i o n . — Y o u t h ' s 
Companion. 


Women Who Work for Their Hnsbands. 


If a man is a real man it is safe for a 
woman to continue earning wages after 
she is married, but I think there are 
hundreds of men to-day, yes, thousands, 
who 
have 
been ruined because 
they 
were n o t compelled to support 
their 
wives. 
If a man who earns small wages 
marries a woman capable of earning as 
much as 
himself, 
there 
are nine 
chances to one that he will develop ex- 
travagant habits because of the added 
income of his wife. 
If t h e y could agree 
and hold to the decision that they Avere 
to live on the husband's income a n d let 
the wages of t h e wife accumulate as 
capital for business in which they both 
could 
engai^e it would b e w e l l ; b u t 
their wages would probably be largely 
dissipated iu personal adorament, the 
passion for which, esi)ecially among the 
middle classes, is the bane of the Amer- 
ican people. 
There is one class of wo- 
m e n 
wage-earners to w h o m I have 
given much attention who suffer consid- 
erably through their own ignorance. 
I 
refer to tlie married women who work 
in factories, or at home, making under- 
clothitig 
and other articles, and w h o 
8up])leinent th(dr husband's wfiges in or- 
der to cover their own deficient knowl- 
edge of housekeejiing. 
S u c h 
women 
were 
wage-earners before 
they 
were 
married, and never liad an opportunity 
to learn how to m a n a g e a house, so that 
after marriage they have to earn money 
to 8U})i)ly tlieir want of knowledge, not 
only of cooking, but oi seAving. 
Such 
women b u y ready-made 
clothes for 
themselves and their children, which, of 
course, are not so d u r a b l e as cotild be 
had for the same money if they made 
them themselves. 
Not knowing how to 
economize in cooking, they 82>end more 
money in that way than they 
should. 
Out of three 
hundred women 
wage- 
earners I ^asited in tenement 
houses 
only five claimed 
they 
were 
able to 
make bread, and only one really did 
make it. 
Only two were able to cut 
and make garments for themselves and 
their 
cliildren. 
I 
think 
that 
these 
women are all conscious of their defi- 
ciencies, but they d o not know how to 
overcome them. 
T h e y have some spare 
time but they waste it. 
Tlieir cooking 
is of the most i>rimitive a n d unwhole- 
some description, and their meals are 
supi)lemented 
with 
beer, 
which is 
looked upon as just as much an article 
of diet as b r e a d . — T h e 
Evoch. 


The Or-iy Hair Puller. 


Possibly the most nnifiue method of 
earning a living known is that 
adopted 
by a big, rosy, 20-year-old blonde, who 
finds engagements with women jtist la- 
menting their first gray hairs, to weed 
out, so to speak, those obnoxious re- 
minder^ of advancing years. 
T h e 
gi'ay 
hair puller is gentle in methods of treat- 
ment, and makes periodic visits at inter- 
vals of a few weeks, s p e n d i n g from half 
an hour to two or three hourf., 
letting 
down the hair, combing it out and 
spy- 
ing fcr tell-tale 
silver 
threads. S h e 
carries an innocent-looking little reti- 
cule, which contains various 
glycerine 
and rose water preparations for a heal- 
ing application when the work of tor- 
ture has been done.

Onions and Their Kindred. 


A writer in one of oar exchanges reo 


ommends boiled or roasted onions as a 
most excellent remedy for a cough, and 
for the clogging of the bronchial tubes 
which is usually tho cause of the cough. 
He says that if onions are eaten freely 
at the outset of a cold they may break 
it up. 


He also quotes a medical writer *B 


recommending the giving of onions to 
children three or four times a week; 
young onions to be eaten raw, and^tobe 
cooked when they get too large and 
strong. 


Another writer says, "During un- 


healthy seasons, when diphtheria and 
like contagious diseases prevail, onions 
ought to he oaten in the spring of the 
year at least once a week. 
Onions are 


invigorating and prophylactic beyond 
description." 


Whether the virtues here ascribed ^o 


onions are exaggerated or not, it is cer- 
tiiiu that the onions contain an oil which 
acts strongly on the secretions of 
the bronchial tabes, kidneys, 
and 


skin. This oil is stimulant and tonic, 
and thus promotes digestion. 
The 


onion is also nutritions, being rich in 
nitrogenous elements and in sugar. 
Boasted, it makes, with oil, a stimulat- 
ing poultice for suppurating ulcers. 


Jn warm countries its flavor is more 


delicate, and |it is extensively nsed for 
food. In Spain and Portugal it is often 
eaten raw, and, with a piece of bread, 
forms the dinner of the working people. 
As boiling largely dissipates the oil, 
when used medicinally it should ba 
roasted rather than boiled. 


Belonging to the onion family, and 
NE& of 


the most self-asserting member of it, is 1888. 
garlic, from which, mainly, the oil is 
obtained, and hence is called "oil of 
garlic." It is extensively used for food 
in southern European countries. 


Another member of the class is the 


leek, the mildest of all. It has no 
proper bulb. It is used mainly for the 
tower part of the stem, 
which 
ia 


blanched and enlarged by earthing. It 
is a favorite among the Welsh and baa 
become BO with the Scotch. 


Civet*, or chives, constitute still an* 


other member of the family. They are 
very small, and grow wild on the banks 
of riven* in some parts of Europe and 
Asia. They have pretty flowers, bluish 
red, and sometimes flesh colored, and 
are often cultivated as borders for plots. 
The vonng leaves are also used for 
flavoring soups and dishes, and they 
may be cut repeatedly in the season. AH 
these plants have the same general 
characteristics as the onion.—Youth't 
Companion.

Who Work for fkelr Hasbands. 


If a man is a real man it is safe for a 


woman to continue earning wages after 
she IB married, but I think there are 
hundreds of men to-day, yes, thousands, 
who have been mined because they 
were not compelled to support their 
wives. If a man whu earns small wages 
marries a woman capablo of earning as 
much M 
himself, there are nine 


chances to one that lie will develop ex- 
travagant habits because of the added 
income of his wife. If they could agree 
and hold to tho decision that they were 
to live on the husband's income and let 
the wages of tlio wife accumulate as 
capital for business m which they both 
could engage it would be well; but 
their wages would probably be largely 
dissipated in personal adornment, the 
ptisHiou for which, especially among the 
middle classes, is the bane of the Amer- 
ican people. There is one class of wo- 
men wage-earners to whom I have 
given much attention who suffer consid- 
erably through their own ignorance. I 
refer" to the married, women who work 
in factories, or at home, making under- 
clothing and other articles, and who 
supplement their husband's wages in or- 
der to cuver their own deficient knowl- 
edge of housekeeping. Such women 
were wage-earners before they were 
married, and never had an opportunity 
to learn how to manage a house, so that 
after marriage they have to earn money 
to supply their want of knowledge, not 
only of cooking, but of sewing. Such 
women buy ready-made clothes for 
themselves and their children, which, of 
course, are not so durable as could be 
had for the same mouey if they made 
them themsolvgs. Not knowing how to 
economize in cooking, they spend more 
money in that-way than they should. 
Out of three hundred women wage- 
earners I visited in tenement houses 
only .five claimed they were able to 
make bread, and only one really did 
make it. Only two were able to cut 
and make garments for themselves and 
their children. 
I think that these 


women are all conscious of their defi- 
ciencies, but they do not know how to 
overcome them. They have some spare 
time but they waste it. 
Their cooking 


is of the most primitive and unwhole- 
some description, and their meals are 
supplemented with beer, which is 
looked upon as just ns much an article 
of diet as bread.—The Epoch.

Pneumonia, a disease which is jnstlj 


dreaded,'is at present receiving much 
attention from physicians. At a recent 
meeting of the Medicul Association at 
Baltimore the question as to whether it 
is contagious was discussed, and now 
the Medical Record, following the ex- 
ample of Dr. Hartshoruo, argues in fa- 
vor of blood-letting in opposition to tut 
modern yreatmeut of the disease. I' 
appears tuat from 1845 to 1847, when 
bleeding prevailed in the treatment oi 
pneumonia, .but one person in sixteen 
died, while, on the contrary, from 1884 
to 1886, after this treatment had. been 
abandoned, the proportion of deaths WOE 
1 in 3.2. Facts are stubborn things; 
and the question arises whether, in 
every case, we have always gained by 
ignoring the simple and old-foshione<J 
methods of healing.
